Pacific Railroads Committee 


Procuring Data. 


WHAT TH B REPOJrf WILL CONTAIN 


Two fer Cent Bonds to be Issued to 


Cover Principal aiid Interest 


Now Due. 


WASHINGTON, March 31.—The Pacific 


railroad committees of the two houses 
Lave suspended their work ID order to 
procure certain data from the secretary 
of the treasury to enable them to pro- 
ceed intelligently in the preparation of 
the bill which they propose bringing in. 
So far the proceedings of the committees 
have been based upon a bill containing 
. the following provisions: 


The Union Pacific and Central Pacific 


systems are to be recognized separately, 
•but subjected to requirements in most 
respects, similar. The secretary of the 
treasury is to ascertain the amounts of 
the government lieu, principal and in- 
terest, in each case, up to January 19, 
1897, deducting payments already made; 
the sinking fi 


jngpayu 
in nd for each of the roads is, 


to be credited on the debt to the govern- 
ment. The entire property of the two 
tinea is to be mortgaued to the govern- 
ment, subject to the ilrst mortgage, cov- 
ering the entire government debt, in- 
cluding principal and interest, and bonds 
issued to the government bearing 2 per 
cent interest payable aemi-annually. 


There ig to be in each case an annual 


payment of principal amounting for the 
first ten years to $800,000; the next one 
to $500,000 and thereafter $750,000 until 
the indebtedness ia wiped out, but this 
provision is likely to be changed so as 
to increase the annual payments and 
lessen the time; the companies are au- 
thorized to refund their other debts and 
to issue a Grst mortgage to secure them 
•with 4 per cent bonds to run for fifty 
years, this mortgage, and this only, to 
take precedence over tho government 
lien; the companies are to he allowed to 
issue preferred stock and to pay not to 
exceed 4 per cent dividends on it, and 
thiaonly'when earned and afterpay- 
ments of principal and interest due on 
bonds. Foreclosure under pending pro- 
ceedings and the formation of new com- 
panies are authorized with the same 
privileges, immunities and limitations) 
at the existing companies. In the case 
of the Central Pacific, the mortgage is 
to include tho lease to the Southern Par 
cine: the Southern Pacific ia to guaran- 
tee principal and interest, and the debt 
of over $200,000, due to the Southern 
Pacific by the government for services, 
ie to be used for the cancellation of Cen- 
tral Pacific bonde. 
The President is authorized through 


the secretary of tho treasury at any 
time to close the paramount Hen lor the 
protection of the government, or when 
interest and principal payments are in 
default for six months the government 
may take possession of the roada with- 
out the permission either of congress or 
the courts. The ollice of government 
director of the roails Is abolished, there 
is to be no further requirement of money 
for the sinking fund, ana no more 
money ia to be withheld when due to 
the roads for survives rendered to tho 
government; all lawa forbidding the 
mortgaging of the roads or their exteu- 
aiona or consolidation with other lines 
are repealed.
